Take an old cosy the shape of which one | 


likes, lay flat on a sheet of paper, and with 
a pencil mark out the pattern of the cosy on 
the paper, and with a pair of scissors cut ‘out 
alléwing half an inch margin all 
round the pencilled mark. From this pattern 
cut out the two sides of cosy and two sides of 
lining, taking care to lay the base of the cosy 
pattern along the selvedge (and not along the 
cut edges of material), so as to have the grain 
of the material running right. Then, taking 
the half-inch margin from the pattern, cut out 
two pieces of wadding (if an extra thickness is 
desired four pieces may be cut). 

Next, taking the two sides of cosy, place 
together, right sides inwards, and sew round 
cut edges (leaving base unsewn, of sed and 
turn right side out. Then, taking two sides of 
lining, place together, right gides inwards, and 
oin; do not turn. Next cut out the trimming 
ba the black material. One may sketch a 
cat of the size desired on a sheet of paper and 
cut out, or ent ont a cat from a magazine, 
and, placing it on the black material, cut out 
to the shape. Little slits may be made for 
the eyes, mouth, and anywhere where the limbs 
are not close to the body. If green or yellow 
is used for the cosy, the eyes will be all right, 
and a little piece of any red material may be 
placed under where the mouth comes and 
tacked down; coloured pieces may also be put 


under the eyes in the same way if desired. 


able to one’s subject, or in two or more shades 
of material if one is more ambitious and fairly 
handy. (One may, of course, stamp one’s 
design on the material by means of a transfer 
paper, and this method may be found con- 
venient by many.) 

A black design may be used on soft old 
gold, deep rose, soft deep mauve, or k 
moss-green cosy with lovely effect. Or one 
may have, say, & mauve Gr, with a spray 
of sweet peas in darker shade or & spra -e 
lavender; an old gold cosy, with a deep y 
rose or spray of autumn leaves; a deep rose 
cosy, with a spray of flowers in deeper 
of rose, or a spray of, say, mixed sweet peas 
in pink and pale mauve, with pale green silk 
twist or braid for stalks, an pale green 
bow of ribbon; or a soit green cosy, Bith 
spray of leaves, ‘flowers in any shade to tone, 
or conventional design. In these cases, instead 
of black braid, one may use braid to match 
one’s cosy, one’s trimming, or gold or silver 
braid. One may also have a black cosy, with 
trimming in any pale shade, and this is most 
effective.

Now put in the lining; place the seams of 


cosy and lining together and secure in posi 


tion. with a few stitches to keep in place. 
Place the pieces of wadding in position (if 


two pieces are used for each ‘side it is well to 
tack them lightly together), and join together 


each side of cosy and lining at base, using 
oversew stitch. The cosy is now complete. 
Cord round the top of the cosy is at present 
very little used, though a piece may be sewn 
on to hase to cover over-sewing if 
desired, but this is not necessary. This cosy 
is most simply and quickly made, and is most 
attractive. Instead of using black braid to 
bind the edges of one’s “‘ cat,’’ one may closely 
buttonhole round the edges in black silk and 
then tack on to cosy, and, especially if one’s 

material is inclined to ravel, this is, perhaps, 
the more thorough way. 

I have mentioned satin as material, hunt 
this, of course, is entirely a matter of in- 
dividual taste and requirements. For example, 
for every-day use or for the nursery a wash- 
able cosy may be more practical, and in this 
case plain sponge cloth, coarse linen, casement 
cloth or crash would be most delightful and 
serviceable. It is most important to get only 
materials that are guaranteed “' fast ”' colours, 
so as to avoid any risk of ‘‘ runninz.”’ In the 
case. of a washing cosy a cover only need he 
made (to fit a cosy which one has), and in 
this case the lining material] or wadding will 
not be needed, the two sides of the cover 
being cut out as before, joined up, and button- 
hole stitch worked in any fairly heavy twist 
around the bottom edges. : 

For the more ‘dressy’ cosy I think the 
ideal material is cotton-backed satin, as this 
is more supple and gives better wear than 
ordinary satin, has such a good, rich-looking 
appearance, and‘ may be obtained in such a 

variety of lovely shades. Silk marocain or 
crépe satin is also delightful,:and, as such a 
small quantity is needed, the cost is most 
moderate. | 

I have mentioned a “ black cat” as trim- 
ming, but this again may be varied according 
to taste (if using black trimming one will need 
to choose a “‘soft’’ shade to prevent the con- 
trast being too marked). One may have anv 
other design preferred, such as little Dutch 
figures, animals, a spray of leaves, a spray of 
flowers, a bunch of fruit, a conventional 
design, or anything else preferred, by merely 
tracing out the design on a sheet of paper 
and cutting out in any shade of material gsuit-

IRELAND. 


The Land ‘Bill has received a second 
reading in the Dail. i 

The Free State Government has ap- 
pointed a Committee to inguire into the 
fiscal system. 

More men were called out at Dungarvan 
yesterday in the farm’ strike in County 
Waterford. Farmers from areas outside 
the affected districts have pledged them- 
selves to assist the farmers who are fight- 
ing the strike. 

Addressing the students in Maynooth 
College yesterday, Cardinal. Logue said 
that latterly the people of Ireland were 
running wild after visions and chimeras 
and turning the country upside down in 
the process. He advised young priests 
and students not to rashly form opinions 
which they might afterwards regret. 


GREAT BRITAIN. 


When the Finance Bill was considered 
in the House of Commons yesterday, 
Labour members sought to enlarge the 
distinction between earned and unearned 
income by increasing the allowance made 
in respect of earned income. It was 
pointed out, however, that the new clauses 
would involve the Exchequer in a Joss of 
thirty millions, and all of them were 
rejected. 

In the House of Fords yesterday Lord 
Carson asked for the publication of a 
return showing the financial relations 
between the British Government and the 
Free State. The Duke of Devonshire, 
who replied. said that he had no reason 
to doubt the good faith of the Irish 
Government, but the British Government 
would do all in theif, power expedite 
payment of the,4mounts' due Ay the Free 
State. H 


ABROAD 


Local bodies in Pekin, are co-operating 
with the Government in efforts to restore 
Jaw and order and allay political unrest.

Fiscal] Policy. 


President Cosgrave has announced the 
personnel of the Committee which will 
investigate fiscal problems for the benefit 
of the Free State. It includes a political 
economist. of international repute and 
a well-known expert on agricultural 
economics, Furthermore, by its choice 
of Professors Smiddy, Smith and Henry 
the Government has secured men who 
have a good working knowledge of con- 
ditions in the United States, Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. When Mr. 
Cosgrave announced the names of the 
members of the Committee in the Dail 
his selection was criticised—particularly 
by representatives of the Farmers’ Party— 
on thé ground that the Committee con- 
sisted solely of theorists and that none 
of its members could be described as 
“a practical man.” In a less important 
matter there might be some force in this 
criticism, but the President’s explanation 
was very sound. The terms of reference 
provide for an inquiry into the existing 
fiscal system in its bearing on industry 
and agriculture in the Free State, and 
for an jnvestigation of any proposed 
changes which are calculated to foster 
their development. Clearly, the Govern- 
ment showed wisdom in excluding from 
the Commiftee any representative of a 
particular interest who would be occupied 
primarily in the grinding of his own axe. 
Mr. Cosgrave has confined his choice to 


‘detachment, the various problems with 
which they will be required to deal, 

The adjustment of the fiscal system is 
a matter of such paramount importance 
that too much care cannot be exercised 
by the Government in its treatment of the 
problem. Two main factors must be con- 
sidered. The first is the economic develop- 
ment of the Free State, and the second is 


conceivable that certain Free 
State industries might benefit largely 
through the imposition of protective 
farifis; but two can play at that game, 
and we never must forget that our staple

ruinous for agriculture and jndustry 
generally, but also would knock the last 
nail into the coffin of Irish unity. We 
are glad that the Government has had the 
foresight to refer specifically to this point 
in its terms of reference to the Committee. 
Nobody can believe for a moment that any 
body of professional economists in their 
senses would advocate anything in the 
nature of a fiscal challenge to other coun- 
‘tries; but the danger of @ committee cf 
theoretical experts lies in the possibility 
that it may ignore certain facts which to 
the layman are as plain as the nose on 
his face, 


Furthermore, the temptation to raise 
revenue through fiscal tariffs is very 
great. President Cosgrave stated that 
the Government reserved to itself the 
right to review the recommendations of 
the Committee “in the light of their effect 
on the national Budget by reference to 
the existing state of the national 
finances.’"” We hope that no such “ re 
view” will be necessary, It is obvious, 
of course, that the Government alone 
must be responsible for the formulation 
of the nation’s fiscal policy, The Com- 
mittee’s task will be simply to supply it 
with the necessary data. It is essential, 
therefore, that the business. community 
shall take advantage of the President's 
invitation and lay its case before the 
Committee at the earliest possible moment. |

and all individual: interests ought to be 
sunk in the cause of the whole community.

The Land Bill. 


The second stage of the new Land Bill 
was taken on Thursday last in Dail 
Kireann, and we print the speech with 
which the Minister for Agriculture opened 
the discussion. Mr, Hogan insisted once 
more that the Bill wasasincere attempt to 
reconcile the conflicting interests of land- 
lord and tenant with each other and with 
the interest of the State. Its terms, he 
claimed, were a fulfilment of the Govern- 
ment’s intention to be “just to the land- 
lords and generous to the tenants.” 
Certainly this Bill is exceedingly generous 


to the tenants. It gives the tenant purchaser 


an immediate reduction of 35 per cent. in 
his annual payment—putting him in a far 
more favourable position than those 
tenants who purchased under the, Acts of 
1905 and 1908—and this concession is made 
possible only by a ten per ccní, contribu- 
tion ftom the pocket of the genera] tax- 
payer. On the other hand, ithe Bill 
compels the landlords to sell at fifteen 


years’ purchase and pays them, not in 
cash, but in a currency whose value may 


fluctuate with every future accident of 
Irish politics. It is true that the Bill 


allows landlords to discharge their incum- 


brances in this same currency. It.is true 
also that the Government guarantees to 
them the payment of three-quarters of the 


tenants’ arrears of rent during the last 
three years—arrears which, as we may 


admit, hardly could be salved, in whole 
or part, without the Government's assist-

Diplomatic Barter. 


The United States Government has pro- 


posed that Great Britain shal] enter into 


a treaty permitting the search of British 
ships by the American ‘“ Prohibition”

The German Mark. 


The requiem of the mark wil] be sung 
by many voices: and in many and various 
keys. The unfortunates who happen still 
to hold marks will utter sincere, but 
resigned, laments. Those who hitherto 
have done a lively trade in the mark, and 
have made it bob up and down from time 
to time to suit their purposes, will regret 
that the bottom has fallen out of a very 
profitable business. The mark has ceased 
to bear any tangible relation to material 
wealth as such. During many months all 
Germany’s external business has been done 
on a foreign currency basis, even when 
marks were quoted or exchanged in a 
rapid hand-to-hand. transaction, in which 
one side was thinking only in terms of 
the pounds or dollars with which it bought 
the marks, and the other only of the 
pounds and dollars into which the marks 
could be converted. It is, of course, only 
as the equivalent of some definite sum in 
foreign currency that the mark has disap- 
peared. As the medium for the exchange of 
goods and services between persons living 
in Germany it cannot disappear any 
more than the rouble could disappear in 
Russia. Yesterday the mark registered 
some seven hundred thousand to the 
pound, and the German who would sell 
a pound of butter to his neighbour must 


calculate his price accordingly, Rut for 
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| the question of foreign exchange this cal- 


culation would not be necessary, and the 
mark, simply in order to make business 
easier, could be reckoned at ten thousand 
times its present face value. Germany 
would rejoice to be able to secure a stable 
domestic mark in some fashion of which 
her foreign creditors could net take ad- 
vantage.

DIFFICULTY OF ENSURING 
DETECTION. 

From Our Own CoRRESsSPoNDENT, 

LONDON, Tuesday. 

The difficulty of detecting imported meat 
was referred to yesterday at a meeting of the 
House of Commons Committee which is con- 
sidering the question of putting a distinguish- 
ing mark on agricultural produce from abroad, 
as proposed in the Merchandise Marks Act 
Amendment Bill. 

On a clanse relating to the exposure for 
sale of imported meat, Mr. Edmonds pro sed 
that the words “frozen’’ or “ chilled” shad 
be substituted for “‘ imported.’’ He said it 
was most difficult for anyone to detect im- 
ported meat.. Meat killed in Dublin and sent 
to England would be imported meat, but meat 
killed in Northern Ireland would be sold 
in the English markets as English meat. That 
seemed ridiculous. 

Mr. Pretyman, who is {n charge of the 
bill, frankly recognised that it was possible 
that there might be genuine misunderstandin 
as to what “fresh meat,” as applied to mea 
from different sources, would imply, but the 
word ‘“‘ knowingly,” which was accepted at 
the last sitting of the Committee, would act 
as some protection. He thought the word 
“imported ' covered frozen or chilled and also 
fresh meat. 

The amendment was defeated.

CAN MAN’S INSTINCT TO EIGHT 
BE CURBED? 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDFNT. 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

*“Must man make war?” This question 
was discussed to-day—in aid, quaintly enough, 
of the London hospitals—by the Duke of 
Northumberland and Mr. Oswald Mosley, 
M.P., before an audience assembled at the 
Londen School of Economics. 

“Can the fighting instincts of man be 
effectively and permanently curbed!’’ was the 
official interpretation of the problem, and the 
Duke’s answer came pat, as he declared that 
the British race have failed in their conquer- 
ing mission, and are preparing to fail again 
in the future by refusing to learn any of the 
obvious lessons of the great war. 

The League of Nations, to which we pinned 
our faith, he said, was simply a Machiavellian 
trick for furthering the ends of Germany. In 
fact, the trouble with England was that she 
was always trying to persuade herseli that an 


ape was not really an ape or a tiger a tiger. 


The substance of Mr. Mosley’s argument 
was an appeal to the witness of history. 

Had all the preparations and oppressions de- 
vised by men of military genius—whether 
Napoleons or Mr. Winston Churchills—even 
prevented in the long run the overthrow of 
the country they were designed to protect? 
Mr. Mosley contended that the thing which 
made men go to war was not so much their 
combative instinct as their mistaken idealism.

LABOUR MEMBERS AND 
INCOME TAX.

ENTERTAINMENT DUTY, AT 
AGRICULTURAL SHOWS. 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CornesPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

When the Committee Stage of the Finance 
Bill was resumed, consideration was given to 
a series of new clauses placed on the paper 
by Labour members, who sought to enlarge 
the distinction made between earned and un- 
earned incomes by increasing the allowance 
made in respect of the former. The Financial 
Secretary deprecated these attempted inroads 
into the revenue of graduated income tax 
proposed by the Royal Commission, and 
adopted by the House in 1920. The 
acceptance of these new clauses would, he 
said, involve the Exchequer in a loss of thirty 
million pounds, and it was absolutely im- 
possible to consider any one of them. 

The Government had the support of Mr. 
Austen Chamberlain, who said that the pro- 
posed concession would simply create a deficit 
on the Budget and compe! the Government 
to borrow. Every concession to meet bard 
cases simply created another hard case. Mr. 
Pringle congratulated Mr. Chamberlain on his 
magnanimous speech, and said that a few 
more speeches of the same kind would do 
something to remove a certain spirit, which 
was understood to have debarred his return 
to the Government, a remark which was 
greeted with laughter. The clause was re- 
jected by 245 votes to 161, and all the amend- 
ments to vary the existing graduations were 
defeated by majorities of 80 and upwards, 
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On the question of the Entertainments Tax, 
Sir Walter de Frece threatened to revolt 
against the Government unless they could see 
their way to adopt a reduced scale of duty. 
He drew a harrowing picture of the depths 
of despair to which the purveyors of enter- 
tainments were reduced by the imposition of 
the present heavy tax, but ‘the Financial 
Secretary was unable to concede the two 
millions which the hon. member's proposal 
would entail, though he promised to consider 
the matter anew next year—if there were any 
funds available for the relief of taxation. 
The proposed new clause was defeated by 
258 votes to 185. 

Mr. Peto next moved a clause providing 
that entertainment duty should not be 
charged on payments for admission to any 
agricultural show on account of a band being 
employed, and Mr, Turton, who supported 
the clause, denied, amidst laughter, that 
there was anv entertainment in an agricul- 
tural show. Sir W. Joynson-Hicks. undertook 
to move a clause on the report stage embody- 
ing this proposal, as well as one exempting 
horticultural shows. The cost of the conces- 
sion, he said, would be £50,000. The clause 
was thereupon negatived without a division, 

w & * - - 


Mr. Hilton Young moved a new clause, ter- 
minating the war powers of the Treasury to 
issue new Conversion Loans, with a view to 
getting some statement from the Government 
as to their future policy in this matter, which 
was of urgent interest to the banking and 
financial community. He said that the time 
was rapidly approaching when the Treasury 
powers to issue renewable securities should be 
put on a regular basis, and should not depend 
on existing emergency statues. 

The Prime Minister said that the points 
raised by the hon, gentleman’ were well 
worthy of consideration. The time was ap- 
proaching when the matter would have to be 
considered very carefully in all its aspects. 
He hoped that they would soon be in a posi- 
tion to come to some kind of conclusion what 
the requirements of th® country would be in 
contradistinction to what was necessary dur- 
ing the war. The hands of the Treasury 
ought not to be tied too tightly when they 
were reviewing the subject with a view to 
legislation, and it might be desirable to ex- 
tend their powers for more than a year ahead. 
The amendment was withdrawn. 

Sir William Bull moved a rew clause re- 
pealing the obligation imposed by the 
Finance Act, 1910, of sending information to 
Somerset Honse whenever a sale of land 
takes place. Sir W. Joynson-Hicks declined 
to accept the clause, although, he said, he 
himself supported it last year. Labour mem- 
bers opposed the clause, and Mr. Mclaren 
said that the information provided under the 
Finance Act, 1910, would be the Doomsday 
Book which the Labour Party would use 
when it came into power. The clause was 
read a second time by 195 votes to 106, and 
the result was loudly cheered from the Go- 
vetnment Benches. . 

The Finance Bill completed ite Committe 
stage, and was ordered to be reported, as 
amended, to the House.

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poct, the historian, the essay writer. 

For a time he was also a soldier tn the 
French Army. He served in the 8th Regiment 
of French Artillery before going to Balliol 
College. He is a man of the widest culture, 
@ man with extraordinary insight into situa- 
tions, even those of days that are long past. 

As a poet Belloc expresses himself with 
frank simplicity ; 
characters with deep subtlety. He has some- 
thing of the wisdom of the serpent, mixed with 
the simplicity of the dove. His favourite 
period of history is the period of the French 
tevolution, and the characters he places on 
the stage of this long tragedy are placed there 
with the Iucidity and clarity one might per- 
ceive in actors acting a play before one’s eyes. 

His poet's instinct helps him to disentangle 
the jumble of happenings into an ordered se- 
quence in which each one plays tlie part 
destiny has particularly allotted to him. But 
such an intimate knowledge of character mnat 
also have been gained by close and intense 
study of the subject. 

His stvle and manner of writing is a most 
distinguished one; no doubt, his parentage 
helped him to accomplish in bis works a task 
that would havé been almost impossible to a 
Frenchman or an Englishman, for Belloc has 
3 French father and an English mother. 

In any situation, whatsoever it may be, that 
Belloc dwells, he never fails to quicken it with 
reality. History books are as a rule so tedious 
that many people, having forgotten, except 
for some vague association, whatever they may 
have learnt of it at school; are so appalled 
by the tendencies of the ordinary historian 
that they prefer to remain ignorant of history 
altogether. As far as the writings of Hilaire

“AMERICA REVISITED.” 


MR. BELLOC’S IMPRESSIONS OF, 
THE STATES TO-DAY. 


Mr. Hilaire Belloc lectured in the Round 
Room of the Mansion House, Dublin, last 
night, on the subject, “ America Revisited 
after 25 Years.” Senator Sir Thomas 
Esmonde presided, and there was a large 
audience, including President Cosgrave and 
many people prominent in political, profes- 
sional, and intellectual circles in the city. 

Mr. Belioc, at the outset, said that his sub- 
ject was one the understanding of which was of 
great practical importance to all Europeans, 
and to Irishmen perhaps more than to any 
other group in Europe. It was one on which 
there had been more misunderstanding, more 
misrepresentation, and more foolish talk than 
on perhaps any other. 

There had been created in the United States 
of America a singular, separate, distinct, 
highly segregate, and intensely conscious 
nation. A new thing had come into being, 
to last how long no one could tell. It would 
probably be subjected to violent internal 
strains, perhaps civil wars of religion, race, 
region or econemic position. But those 
strains would be altogether American in 
character, and no enemy of America might 
build on them hopes for the disruption of 
the American. nation. 

The first phenomenon presented by America 
was the feeling of separation from the rest 
of the world. This was seen in many 
striking ways, such as the abnormal formali- 
ties necessary to be gone through betore a 
person was allowed to enter the country, 
formalities not required between any countries 
of Europe. Butthings of this kind showed the 
intense nationalism of the people. 

A new type had been produced in the 
United States in an inepedibly short space of 
time, in two generations, even in one. Hardly 
ever could one pick out the son of an 
emigrant:.the grandson never. Thev had 
become American. That was true of the 
Irishman as of the Italian and the man of 
negro blood. A new type was being rapidly 
produced before the eyes of the living genera- 
tion. Then, again, the rhythm of American 
life was altogether different from that of 
Europe, the European rhythm being long, 
the American short. 

SHORT, SHARP SHOCKS. 

American life was a series of short, sharp 
shocks, while European life was one long 
swell. This was to be noticed even‘in the 
American manner of walking. The European 
was fatigued by the intensity of American 
effort over a short period; the American was 
fatigued by the concentration of European 
efiort over a length of time. 

Americans possess in a supreme degree the 
virtue of candour, having lost all the reticence 
and subtlety of the European tradition, On 
meeting an American his mind came directly 
in contact with one’s own. There was no 
reserved thought on his part. Hence they 
had no irony there, but they had a type of 
sarcasm superior to that of kurope. Another 
phenomenon was that the American mind was 
determined upon simplification. With Amer- 
cans elliciency meant the standardisation of 
things, which explained why everywhere a 
visitor found the same type ot hotel, the same 
type of newspaper. But the pursuit of the 
simple did not mean what>it would mean in 
Europe. In America men pursuing that 
method were active, alert, and in the front 
of their civilisation. 

The big thing to remember about Americans 
was that already they were of a type different 
from Europeans, and were rapidly becoming 
more different. The cause of the phenomena 
yresented in America, as they occurred to 
Éis, were, of course, only his own hypothesis. 
The first was the mixture of many races and 
many doctrines in one national mind. More 
important still, their new civilisation was 
launched under the impetus of a victorious 
war and reconsolidated after the Civil War 
by the impetus of another victory. Nothing 
was more creative than victory in the field, 
nothing more. calculated to wear down a 
country’s creative power than the lassitude of 
defeat. 

Before the immigration of the Irish two 
great streams had met to mould America— 
the Puritan from England and Holland and 
the French Republican. Jefferson was a pro- 
duct of Rousseau. In sixty million adult 
Americans to-day there was the intellectual 
and moral spirit of the Puritan. Hence the 
taboo on fermented liquors. But to his mind 
the determining cause of the American pheno- 
mena was that mysterious thing which he 
would call the genius loci, the spirit of the 
place, which made men of that place the 
children of the place. For centuries they had 
the same cause at work in Ireland. That, in 
his opinion, was the major cause of the pro- 
duction of an entirely new type of people in 
America, 

COMMON TONGUE NO BOND. 

Mr. Belloc did not believe that the use of 
a common language was an important bond 
between Bgitain and America, hat was an 
error made in England when looking to an 
American alliance for help against others, 
particularly the French. The most important 
of the possessions in common was that of 
religion. The major influence in the govern- 
ment of the country was Puritanism, but 
America had produced a particular type of 
scepticism which had swept the country like 
@ wave. 

The Catholic population of the United 
States was more than one-fifth of the whole, 
and ajthough it was intensly American it 
was somewhat hostile to the national tradi- 
tion. It seemed to him inevitable that there 
would be a conflict between that body and 
the rest of the community, not a violent 
conflict, but one of ideas. 

A vote of thanks to the lecturer, proposed 
by President Cosgrave. and seconded by the 
Rev. Peter Finlay, 8.J., was passed with 
enthusiasm, and the proceedings terminated.

The people of this country have 
had little opportunity in the past of inform- 
ing themselves in regard to all the related 
facts on. which their decision as to the 
economic policy of the future depends—for 
this is not a question merely for a section or 
a party, but for the whole people—and it is, 
tneretore, essential that the facts should be 
reviewed by experienced and disinterested 
men accustomed to examine all sides of such 
8 question without prejudice or bias. 

lt is, indeed, facts, and not policy, which 
ihe Committee is intended to determine. Every 
proposition that is advanced will be examined 
solely with a view to ascertain and to in- 
‘orm the community as to all the facts. The 
Committee is not ex d to advocate policy. 
‘hat’ will be a matter for the people and the 
Government when they have the facts before 
them. The Committee will be accessible to 
every Interest affected in this matter. 

The Committee will determine its own pro- 
tedure and will, no doubt, prefer to hold its 
sittings in private in view of the confidential 
hature of much of the matter it will require 
Ua discuss with traders and others.

STOCK EXCHANGE TRANSACTION. 

Land Purchase is essentially a Stock Ex- 
change transaction, and we were under the 
necessity of carrying it through as if the 
European War, with its tremendous reactions 
on prices and credits, had never occurred; as 
if the rebellion of the last twelve mcnths had 
not cost us about three times the price of 
Land Purchase; as if, in fact, the trend of 
things was entirely the other way. We have 
tried to do it, and, as I have said, the terms 
offered give to tenant-purchasers under this 
bill annuities between eight per cent. and ten 
per cent. lower than the annuitiet of pre-war 
tenant-purchasers. 

The term over which tenant-purchaser will 
pay annuity will vary, of course, with the 
price of the stock on the market, but the 
maximum will be between 68 and 69 vears— 
that is to say, the same term as tenant- 
purchasers under the 1903 Act. 

The price is approximately fifteen years’ 
purchase. I explained on first receding that 
even at the price of three per cent. Land 
Stock between 1909 and 1914, there would be 
no difficulty in borrowing between £1,500 and 
£1,600 on terms which weuld leave the 
tenant's interest and sinking fund £65. Now, 
with interest at 44 per cent. £65 will only pro- 
vide interest and sinking fund for £1,368, 
and we are forced, therefore. if we are to 
achieve our double purpose of being just to 
the landlords and generous to the tenants to 
add 10 per cent. as a State contribution. mak- 
ny Ag price within a few decimal points of

IS IT FAIR? 

Is £1,505 a fair price in al! tle circam- 
stances’ 1 will content myself with indicating 
the considerations which the Government had 
in mind when fixing it. ‘We are acquiring 
“is compulsorily for the first, time in the 

istory-of the Free Siate, and whatever the 
principles or, if anyone pref..s the word, the 
expediencies, of the case may be, I take it we 
can all agree that the issues raised are mani- 
fold, and are entitled to something more than 
casual decisions. 

First, the transaction cannot be looked at 
as an ordinary case of bargain and sale, where 
the price is fixed entirely by reference to 
market value. Market value is a variable 
quantity. It fluctuates according to the point 
of view of the vendor and according to the 
point of view of the purchaser. It may have 
been one thing last year, another thing this 
year, and something quite different next vear. 

What I will cell the value of the property 
as a security is much more stable. Fee- 
simple property is, and always has been, a 
recognised security, and, in fact, Irish rents 
are quite a common security both in Ireland 
and England. We are dealing, therefore. 
not only with the vendor, but: with the people 
who receive his head rents, with his mort- 
gagees and his encumbrancers. These in- 
clude different people and different institu- 
tions; middle-class people who wanted a re- 
liable 5 or 6 per cent. for their money, stock 
brokers, charitable institutions, banks, insur- 
ance companies, and so on. 

When they are lending their money as an 
investment they take care to make allowances 
for fluctuations in the market value. Irish 
lands, in view of the fact that rents have 
been regulated by law since 1881, are, as a 
business matter, a recognised investment, 
and, in view of the fact that they have 
escaped the general inflation during the war, 
are mortgageable—that is to say. are worth, 
from the point of view of a banking institu- 
tion, a high percentage of their current value. 


COUNTRY’S CREDIT. 

We realise that we cannot afford—t6 put it 
for the moment on no higher grounds—to fix 
re on these lands which would adversely 
affect their value as a security. [n other 
words, we cannot afferd to cive notice to 
people here or elsewhere who have monev to 
invest that Ireland is no place in which to 
invest it. That is the first consideration; it 
is the business aspect of the question, and, 
from that point of view, it is the primary 
consideration for the State.

FINANCE BILL DEBATE.

The Finance Bill (1923) was read a second 
time, 

Su John Keane, having examined the 
Budget, said that he did not see how the 
Government for some little time to come could 
look to any substantial increase of revenue 
from the present taxes. Assuming that the 
only method by which the Budget could be 
balanced was by reducing expenditure, he 
suggested that the Government should alter, 
and to a certain extent supersede, old Treasury 
methods; proceed in the ‘‘axeing’’ method 
which had recently been practised in Great 
Britain, and resort to rationing. 

Sir Nugent Everard said that there did not 
appear to be any constructive effort in the 
bill to promote native industries, and he did 
not think he was going too far in saying that 
farmers were surprised, not to say angered, 
that no attempt had been made to remedy 
their difficulties. He spoke in favour of pro- 
tective tariffs. 

Mr. O'Farrell said that the bil! did not 
bring any relief, but imposed some new 
burdens. The proposal to make employers 
responsible for the income tax of their 
employés might seem a very happy and cheap 
way of collécting money, but it might in 
practice turn out otherwise. He thought it 
was not too much to ask that the existing 
machinery should get a fair chance ic’a wormal 
atmosphere before resorting to tactics which 
were more befitting a primitive tribe than a 
civilised community. 

Mr. O'Dea said that the tax on methylated 
spirits was an impossible one, and ought to 
be removed at once, as it had given rise to 
a large amount of unemployment. The coun- 
try would not carry the present load cf 
taxation for any greater length than one 
year. 

PREMIUM BONDS ADVOCATED. 

Mr. MacLysaght, discussing the question cf 
the Government loan, said that perhaps if 
they had Premium Bonds at £5 each, 
bearing interest at 21 per cent. and 
repayable at par for 80 or 90 years, they would 
suit the country. They would then require 
1} per cent. to meet the premiums. If one 
worked it out it would be seen that there 
would be a sum of £87,000 per year if they 
had a £5,000,000 loan, ‘n which to give prizes. 
He thought they might reasonably say that 
Premium Bonds would be a success here. 

Mr. O'Dea suggested that the Government 
should create a 45 per cent. tax compounded 
loan. 

Mr. Irwin recommended a discount 
prompt payment of income tax, 

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE’S REPLY. 

President Cosgrave, in the course of his 
reply to criticism of members, mentioned 
that there were at least seven manufacturers 
of varnish and stains in the Free Staite who 
were allowed to use large quantities of indus- 
trial methylated spirits free of duty. : There 
were two or three millions of money uncol- 
lected as. income tax, notwithstanding the 
ceaseless activities of the various collectors 
throughout the country. Steps would be 
taken during the vear to limit any unnecessary 
expenditure. On a tax-compounded security, 
if they were to issue it, they should certainly 
not be asked to pay } per cent. more than 
they were-over the way. The issue of 
premium bonds had been under consideration, 
but the Government did not like starting off 
with them. He thought it would be inad- 
visable to mark the first vear of their existence 
with an issue of that sort. 

The bill was read a second time, and the 
Senate adjourned until the following day. 


4 PER CENT. WAR LOAN. 
SLIGHT CONCESSION BY THE 


PRESIDENT. 
Thursday, | 4th. 


On the Committee stage of the Finance Bill, 
Section 4 was amended so that British 4 per 
cent. War Loan (Tax Compounded) will not be 
liable for income tax until after October Ist, 
1923, 

Mr.Guinness pointed out that the amount of 
money involved would be very small. The divi- 
dends payable in August, 1923, will be on a 
sum of £51.000, in September on £85,000, 
whereas in October the dividends will be pay- 
able on over one million pounds. On October 
Ist there will be dividends payable on 
£388,000, and on the 15th October dividends 
will be payable on £800,000. The concession 
made by the Minister is really a very limited 
one, added the senator. but he accepted it, 
as 1i would give people time to sell their 
existing holdings. 

A motion to delete Section 6, which re- 
quires employers to deduct arrears of income 
tax from employes, was lost. by 17 votes to 8. 
Section 6 was put and agreed to. 

Mr. O'Farrell proposed to delete Section 7, 
which gives the Under-Sheriff power to levy 
arrears of income tax by seizure. The motion 
was lost, and after discussion it was agreed 
that the section should stand part of the bill. 

Speaking with reference to Clause 15 (Con- 
tinuation of Taxes and Duties in First Sche- 
dule) Sir Nugent Everard asked for a conces- 
sion in regard to Irish tobacco. He said that 
instead of the Excise duty on Irish tobacco 
being five-sixth of the duty it could be four- 
sixth. The preference given to other ports of 
the Empire did them no good, and he thought 
it would be saving money to the Treasury 
when he suggested that for that particular 
commodity, which did interfere with an indus- 
try that thev were trying to introduce, that it 
would be better to ask that the preference on 
this particular commodity should be with- 
drawn. 

Sir T, Esmonde commended the proposal to 
the Government, if it could be adopted, and 
if the Government could not adopt it now he 
hoped that next year, when their budget was 
brought in, they would do 
special to encourage what he believed could be 
made a very profitable industry in this 
country. 

Mr. Kenny said that he thought that the 
case made deserved the most generous con- 
sideration by the Minister. 

Mr. Bennett and Mr. O'Dea supported the 
recommendation. 

Sir John Keane suggested that it would be 

wiser to let the matter remain as it is for this 
year. 
” President Cosgrave. promised to draw the 
attention of the Chairman of the Committee 
which was dealing with the matter of protec- 
tive duties to the suggestion, and have it ex- 
ploved at the earliest opportunity. 

Sir Nugent Everard withdrew his recom- 
mendation. 

The bill, having been considered in Com. 
mittee, was reported ‘o the House. aud the 
Senate adjourned until the 20th inst.

Cardinal Logue, who presided at the 
annual distribution of riises to the students 
in Maynooth College yesterday, said that 
latterly the people of Ireland were running 
wild after visions, dreams, and chimeras, 
and turning the country upside down in the 
process.

The eruption of Etna is increasing in 
violence, and a new crater menaces Giarre, 
with a population of 25,000. Linguaglossa, 
with a population of 16,000, is surrounded by 
five lava streams, and its doom seems im- 
minent unless the molten flow ceases, or is 
diverted by small hills. 

Several more villages have been destroyed, 
and panic-stricken thousands are still leaving 
the area of destruction. 

The King has left Italy to visit the scene 
of the inferno, and personally see that every- 
thing possible is being done to succour the 
homeless thousands. Sighor Mussolini, the 
Premier, is also visiting the scene of the 
disaster, and the Pope has sent a large sum of 


,money in relief of the distress. 


“aí ROME, Tuesday. 

This eruption of Etna exceeds even that of 
the year 1911 in violence. The eruption was 
accompanied by a rain of stones and ashes, 
which covered the houses and ground. 

_The stream of lava is flowing from two prin- 
cipal openings. It .is 2,000 feet wide and 
several feet deep, and the heat given off by it 
is almost unendurable. The stream is ad- 
vancing slowly. destroying all that it meets 
in its way. The movement of the lava is 
accompanied by ominous rumblings. The 
terror-stricken population is in flight, the in- 
habitants leaving almost all their property 
behind them. Thirty-two thousand people 
are now homeless, The authorities have even 
been obliged to urge flight upon certain 
peasants who were reluctant to leave, hoping 
the lava would not reach their homes and 
lands which they had cultivated, 

Rescue work is proceeding continuously 
under the direction of the civil, military, and 
ecclesrastical authorities. Motor cars and 
other means of transport have been sent, with 
necessary food supplies, and te@s to shelter 
the homeless population. No loss of life has 
so far been reported, but the damage done is 
of a very serious character. 

Peasants from the country around Lingua- 
glossa before they left their homes kissed the 
fruit trees in their orchards as the lava flow 
surrounded them. At Piedimonte the people 
met in the Market square. round the statue of 
St. Anhony, and offered their prayers until 
they were obliged to flee. They left the 
statue surrounded with flowers. 

Going through the country from Giardini 
to Linguaglossa, the impression made on the 
traveller is that he is passing through a 
desert. The heat is unsupportable, and there 
is & never-ceasing rain of stones. 

The villages of Piccioli, Pallaumellata and 
Erro are completely destroyed. and fears are 
entertained for the safety of Lingualossa, 
which is now encircled by five streams of 
lava. One of them in encroaching upon it. 
Fissures have appeared on the Lingualossa- 
Castiglioni road, and others in the Western 
district. 

LAVA POURING FROM 20 OUTLETS. 

According to the Messina Correspondent of 
the Tribuna, the chief centre of the Mount 
Etna eruption was at Dernere. Lava poured 
from at least twenty outlets’ near Monte 
Rosso and Timpanaro. One of the largest 
streams flowed from the Siliti Plain to the 
Pallaumellata Plain, and there spread out in 
different directions. A fluid mass of lava 
between seven hundred and eight hundred 
yards broad is reported to be within half a 
mile of Castello, and to be advancing. 
at rate of about a yard a minute. 

King Victor left this evening for Siciiy, 
to visit the area devastated by the eruption, 
in order personally to acquaint himself with 
the extent of the disaster, 

The Pope, who has been deeply moved by 
the news of the disaster, has telegraphed to 
the Bishop of Acireale, sending him 25,000 
lire to be distributed among the inhabitants 
who have suffered. His Holiness requests the 
hishop to do his best to succour the victims, 
and also to convey to them the Apostolic 
Benediction.—( Reuter. )

STRANGE CASE IN BELFAST. 
Miss Letitia Boyd (60), who lived alone, 
was found dead in bed at her house, 52 Pitts- 
burg street, Belfast, last night. There was a 
bullet wound in her mouth, and the police 
believe that she committed suicide, 
Yesterday afternoon a rent collector told 
the police that he had been unable to gain 
admittance to Miss Boyd’s house for som 
time. and that he believed that something 
had happened to her.

he am Until that has heen done the 
rish Free State will be neither free nor 
civilised. Its present condition, as Mr. 
Justice Avory was led to observe by the 
evidence laid before the jury in a case 
recently tried in the ‘King’s Bench Divi- 
sion, is a _ reversion to barbarism, 
the only wav of escape from which is the 
restoration of law and order. The fate oí 
Southern Ireland lies in the hands of its Go- 
vernment and its people. They have also to 
face the financial situation jnto which their 
own actions have brought them. Although 
critical, it is by no means hopeless. It may 
even be regarded as satisfactory, provided 
that in this, as well as in the restoration oi 
law and order, the people of Southern Ireland 
will first help themselves. 

The resources of Southern Ireland are amply 
sufficient to provide, by means of an internal 
loan, all that the Free State needs just now 
for its proper development. and administration 
and to pay its dues. Irish farmers are by 
tradition reluctant investors, and the classes 
which are in the habit of investing their 
profits ayd savings are momentarily deterred 
by the feeling that. the Treaty may not be 
regarded as a final settlement. and that 
further efforts may be made to sever the Free 
State from the Empire. *If President Cosgrave 
can succeed in dispelling that illusion, and if 
the people, for their part, will show their 
readiness to support the Government by sub- 
scribing to an interna] loan, it should be not 
only possible but easy for the Free State to 
inaugurate its finance and its credit on a 
stable basis. But for this. as for the sup- 
pression of crime, the one indispensable con- 
dition is that p:ople and Government must 
work together.

THE MEANING OF THE MARK, 


Yesterday’s recovery in the value of the 
mark, following an exceptionally heavy fal! 
on Monday, denotes the extraordinary 
sensitiveness of German currency to political 
events, remarks Tá Times editorially. .

THE THREAT OF ETNA, 
———— 


TERRIFYING SYMPTOMS, 

The Timea Milan Correspondent senf the 
following message yesterday :—The eruption 
af Etna shows no signs of abatement. All 
night the sky was as red as blood, and the 
rain of cinders terrifving. ‘The situation at 
Linguaglossa, according to the telegram 
despatched this: morning from Cantania, 1s 
still very serious. The stream of lava has 
arrived within fifty yards of the city, and 
some houses have already collapsed on account 
of the shocks accompanying the eruption. All 
round this part of the countryside, which pre- 
sented a week ago such a picture of beauty, 
is now desolation. 

Vinevards are destroyed, trees have dis- 
appeared, and a laver of grey cinders and tava 
covers the hills.

The lava has arrived sf 
the station of Castiglione, and has already 
destroved the pretty pine woods close by.

CHARGES IN HOUSE OF 
| LORDS, 


Lord Carson, in asking in the House a 
Lords yesterday for the publication of a ful! 
statement of the financial relations between 
Great Britain and Southern Ireland, made the 
allegation that the Irish Government were 
confiscating the property of loyalrsts, and set- 
ting at naught the decrees which were given 
by courts in Ireland when these courts were 
under the British Government. 

The Duke of Devonshire, who replied for the 
Government, said that they would do every- 
thing in their power to expedite payments of 
the amounts which were due from the Free - 
State, and he had no reason to doubt that the 
Free State would endeavour to meet their 
obligations. He also promised that the 
Government would publish at the earliest 
date a return showing the financial relations 
between the two countries. 

CUSTOMS AND TAXATION. | 

Lord Carson asked the Government it 1 
was now ¢convenient to publish a full state- 
ment of the financial relations. between Great 
Britain and Sovthern Ireland, as promised on 
the 10th of May. He said that on that occa- 
sion he pointed ont that neither during the 
passing of the Treaty nor since had thev had 
any statement of any kind whatsoever show- 
ing the financial relations between the Irish 
Free State and (ireat Britain. and he pointed 
out in the question that he then put that there 
were great questions arising as between the 
citizens of both conntries in reference to taxa- 
tion, and questions also arising by reason of 
the setting wp of Customs barriers, and 
matters of that kind, which the Free State 
had thought it right to adopt as pert of their 
fiscal policy Ha further pomted out that 
a ‘large amount of gooda were handed 
over bv the British Government to 
the Free State Government, and, so 
far as he knew. ne aceonst of any 
kind had been published showing bow they 
stood in this matter. There were also sams 
of many hundreds handed over in accordance 
with an arrangement made in order that the 
Free State Government mizht be able to pay 
claims fer compensation in respect of property 
that had heen injured during the time the é 
British Government were trring to assert the 
law by Government troops. 

When he bronght the matter hefore their 
lordships, the Duke of Devonshire said that 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, in reply ‘to 
a similar question in another place, stated 
that he was quite prepared to consider the 
preparation of such a return. That was on 
the 10th May, and so far as he was concerned 
he had heard nothing about the matter since. 
It was more and more essential from day to 
day that these matters should be cleared up, 
and that the House and the country should 
be informed of how we stood, particalarly 
having regard to the fact that the Free State 
Government, by virtne of the powers given to 
them, were daily and hourly confiscating the 
property of loval subjects of the Crown in 
that country, and were entirely refusing to 
carry out those decrees of the Courts, which 
were this country’s Courts, and which were 
given hefore the time of the Treaty, and were 
claiming to set at nonght these decrees br 
legislation, -which, he was. sorry to say, the 
‘present Government had sanctioned; and ther 
were also preparing to pass an Act which was 

tactically confiscation of the remaining land 
in the hands of Irish Jandlords.

AWARDS UNDER DECREES. 

Their lordships had Tittle idea of the hard- 
ships of people who had to rely upon the 
decrees got under British rules.

were obtained under a British Government. 
The Under Secretary for the Colonjes said 
that he had never heard of such a case, but 
that was ‘vhat wks going on. That morning 
he received a letter from 4 lady for whom 
he could vouch, who wrote asking if he could 
advise her to whom she was to a ply to re- 
cover a sum awarded to her in 1950 under a 
decree for compensation for the sum of £1,500. 
The lady added—‘ At the time I was in- 
formed by my solicitor that IT could rely on 
getting this money, and on the. sechrity of 
this I borrowed £200.” Fancy, added his 
lordship, the anxiety of this widowed lady, 
living from hand to mouth for the last three 
‘years on the faith that something awarded 
by these British Courts would be paid to. her. 
When she asked for it here she was told it 
was a matter for the Free State. and when 
she applied to the Free State she was told 
that as the County Council, or whatever the 
Corporation was, had not defended the matter 
it did not come into the category of those 
cases which they had undertaken with the 
British Government te pay. 

The lady further wrote—‘'I have been in- 
formed that my claim for compensation comet 
under the undefended cases, and it is intended 
to reduce my award to £500. If this had 
been the amount awarded to me in the first 
instance it would have been different. as I 
ahould not have béen placed in this deplorable 
and terrible position that I am in to-day. I 
can scarcely think it possible the English 
Governmeut would allow its Courts and judges 
to have their decrees ignored, and that they 
fould be so unjust as to allow their loyal 
subjects to suffer such -hardships in order to 
satisfy the rebels." Would the Government, 
he asked, undertake that they would hand 
over no more money to the Free State in 
any circumstances nptil the Free State honours 
the decrees of the - Courts which existed 
when the British Government was in power’ 
Surely they had a right to ask and press upon 
the Government that they should lay it down 
on every occasion, when asked for the transfer 
of money, to say: ‘‘ We will have nothing to 
do with these matters until we see our own 
people righted as regards injuries suffered in 
Ireland.” That was all that he asked. . The 
tune had arrived when we ought to be fally 
informed of the details of what had taken 
Place financially between this: country and 
Southern Ireland, so that they would see 
whether a proper. use had been made of the 
advances this country had made to ensure the 
rights of its subjects in Ireland. 


REPLY FOR THE GOVERNMENT. 

The Duke of Devonshire. replying for the 
Government, said :—I recret that L am unable 
c®egorically to promise that a Matgment wil! 
be made embodying the terms asked for by 
the noble and lcarned lord. In the Honse of 
Commons a few days ago the Financia] Secre- 
tary to the Treasury, in reply to a similar 
question, said: '“ T will have a atatement pie- 
pared as soon as possible. but it will be same 
time before the figures as regards collection 
and distribution of revenue can be. ascer- 
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are committed clearly and rorically to the 
publication of that return. t would take 
some time to pcpare, but as soon as possible 
I will see that it is in the possession of your 


Lordships. 

The noble and learned lord alluded to other 
points which I know are pressing with verv 
great hardship on a number of ‘innocent and 
severely afflicted people. 1 assure your Lord- 
ships that thé Government are exercising 
every effort they can towards getting a proper 
and satisfactory solution of these difficult 
claims. In the debate raised at the end of 
November last -vear I categorically stated in 
the House that we, as a Government, consider 
ourselves bound and committed by a statement 
made by the late Colonial Secretary, Mr. 
Winston Churchill, in a letter, dated, I think, 
July 25th. o that statement I am 
prepared to adhere. I: know that we 
must give reasonable opportunity to the 
Free State Government to carry out their 
obligations. I have no reason to doubt their 
good faith. We all know, and it must be 
evident, that they are suffering from condi- 
tions which have prevailed in that country 
for the past two years, and they must be 
in a position of considerable difficulty. They 
have informed us that they are in hopes of 
paying the arrears unde’ what was known as 
the Shaw Commission in the first instance, to 
the end of May, by the end of this month, 
and then of being in a position to make pay- 
ment within a month of the awards being 
made. I can only repeat that we are bound 
by the statement made by our predecessors, 
and are doing everything in our power to 
expedite these pavments, and I trust that 
we shall, by steadily adhering to and keeping 
that policy in view, be able to obtain the 
solution which the noble and learned lord 
desires. 

A DISCUSSION BEFORE ADJOURNMENT. 

Pressed by Lord Carson as to whom the 
lady that he mentioned was to apply to, the 
Duke of Devonshire said that he would go 
into that matter at once and see if he could 
obtain a satisfactory answer. 

In answer to Lord Midleton, he said he 
would endeavour to get out the statement in 
time to permit of a discussibn before the

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FARM STRIKE. 


HELP FROM OUTSIDE 
FARMERS. 


MEN. CALLED OUT AT 
DUNGARVAN, . 
a en 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
WATERFORD, Tuesday. 

There has been no development in the farm 
strike in County Waterford, and there ap- 
pears to be a sort of truce pending the result 
of the conferences of the Farmers’ Union re- 
presentatives in Dungarvan to consider the 
proposals of the Ministry of Agriculture as 
to arbitration. 

A representative of the Ministry has been 
in Waterford since Saturday last, and has 
been in frequent consultation with represen- 
tatives of the labourers and the farmers. Both. 
sides are keeping their forces up to fighting 
strength, and if the result of the Dungarvan 
conference is disappointing, developments 
may be expected. 

The only feature of importance reported 
yesterday was a meeting of the farmers at 

ournaneena, which is outside the area 
affected by the strike. The meeting was very 
largely attended by farmers from Tourna- 
neena, and many parts of West Waterford, 
and all present pledged moral and financial 
support to the farmers of East Waterford. 
Farmers in the strike area regard the meeting 
with feelings of satisfaction, inasmuch as it 
tends to strengthen the moral of individual 
members of the Union who might be inclined 
to waver. 

The working of the creameriesand the dis- 
charging of boats containing supplies for 
farmers here is mainly carried out by the 
West Waterford members of the Union, and 
ihe meeting indicates the solidarity of pur- 
pose between the farmers of the east and 
west of the county. The West Waterford 
farmers last year successfully fought a strike 
concerning the question of wages,. and the 
knowledge which was then gained is being 
applied to the conduct of the present strike. 

MORE LABOURERS IDLE. 

Onr Dungarvan Correspondent reports that 
the labourers engaged with the farmers in the 
Dungarvan district have been called out, The 
farmers are doing the work with the help of 
volunteers, and are getting on well. The 
shops in town are still picketed, but business 
appears to be as brisk as ever, and the t- 
plies to the creameries are sent through with- 
out a hitch. The farmers and their sons 
attend to the work. 

The steamer, Cargan, is expected in Dun- 
garvan, and arrangements have been made 
to have her quickly discharged. She carries 
a cargo of meal, which is badly wanted in 
the town. | 

A large amount of help has been offered 
by the farmers of other counties, and they 
have been notified that if the help was needed 
it would gladly be accepted. ers of money 
have also been received from other counties, 

One farmer in the district, who milks 100 
cows, has had his men called out. He largely 
supplies the town of Dungarvan, but he is 
getting on with the help of his o family 
and that of volunteers. 

There has been no appearance of aggressive- 
ness on the part of the labourers. 


VICTIM OF INSOMNIA, “

At the inquest yesterday on Sir Henry

ACCIDENTALLY SHOT AT HANDS 


OF COMRADE. 


At St. Bricin’s Hospitel, Dublin, yester- 
day, an inquest was held on Private John 
Crampton (21), who died from pneumonia and 
blood poisoning, acc n a gunshot, wound 
received in the North Dublin 
on June 9. i 

The evidence was to the effect that Private 
James ‘Tyrrell, military policeman, North 
Dublin Union Barracks, on the morning of 
June 9 entered one of the bedrooms, and 
observed a Webley revolver lying on a bed. 
Being unaccustomed to this type of pistol, he 
took it up to examine it, when the trigger 
slipped and a bullet was discharged, which 
pierced a wooden partition, and struck 
deceased, who was in the adjoining room. 

The revolver belonged to Private Ray, who 
stated that on that morning he left it on the 
bed, covered with a tunic. 

Private Tyrrell, recalled, swore that the 
pistol was lying exposed when he saw it, 
although encased in the holster. 

Captain Thomas Duffy deposed that each 
military policeman was sible for his own 
gun, which he unloaded when off daty, and 
put away in his box. On account of the 
times and as the men were on active service, 
they were never without their arms. 

r. Lehane, medical officer, St. Bricin’s 
Hospital, gave evidence of the cause of death. 

The jury found that death was due to 
pneumonia and toxaemia, + ete a gunshot 
wound, caused by the accidental discharge of 
a revolver while being handled by Private 
Tyrrell, 


CONTRACTS FOR MATTRESSES. 


AN EXPLANATION. 

Mr. John R. Reynolds, Secretary to the 
Irish Bedding Association, writes as 
follows :— 

““In view of the recent discussion in An 
Dail I am requested by the members of this 
Association to put our case before the public. 
The facts are these:—Some months ago an 
advertisement appeared in the Press asking 
for tenders for 10,000 mattresses, and almost 
simultaneously the members of this Associa- 
tion were served with notices threatening 
drastic action in the event of the mattresses 
being made by them. The matter was dis- 
cussed here, and it was decided that the 
members would tender as an Association for 
the mattresses, and accordingly I sent in 
tenders on behalf of the Association, and 
named the members who were willing to do 
the work (five in all) and the proportion each 
would take of the 10,000 mattresses. From 
that day to this I have never received an 
acknowledgment that the tenders were ever 
considered. I might. add that, in the event 
of the orders being given to the Association, 
it was intended to make them in one factory, 
to pool the resources of the members in men 


and materials, and to complete the whole 


order in six weeks. In view of the circum- 
stances, our tenders included the cost of 
insurance, estimated at 2s. per mattress. 

“ Now, as regards the recent order sent 
to London for 50,000 mattresses, no member 
of this Association was asked to quote for 
them. The mattresses, I understand, are a 
different type to those reférred to above. 
The London price is given as 10s. 3d. It 
would be interesting to know if this price in- 
carriage, insurance, and delivery 
charges. In any case, my members could 
have supplied this order on quite as favour- 
able terms as these which were ted, as 
bedding is one of the things in which Irish 
makers can at least hold their own against 
foreign competition. This order would

I do not think I need labour this

in 1881, which were dealt with by the 

Act. The strike against rents which took 
place during the last two or three years was 
only indirectly a strike for a reduction in 
rents. Jt was primarily a strike against the 
relationship of landlord and tenant, a protest - 
by the existing tenants against. the fact of: 
their not having purchased. is differen- 
tiates the problem from all previous problems: 
of the same nature. , 

So far as it was a-protest against the faet. 
of non-purchase we have met the case; we are 
introducing this Land Purchase Bill, We are: 
now fa with the problem of making: an 
arrangement which will obviate, as far as: 
possible, the hardships that must ensue as & 
result of the necessity which the tenants are 
under of paying rents which accrued due‘ 
over a period of two or three years, within a. 
much shorter period. oa 

There are 70,000 tenancies, with a rental’ 
of about £800,000—that is to say, an average 
rent of about £12 per annum. We all realise 
that the payment of £12 per annum over a 
period of two years is a different proposition 
from. a payment of £24 down. That is the 
difficulty from the tenant's point of view. 


LANDLORD’S LIABILITIES. 


On the other hand; the landlord is under 
the necessity of paying his head rents and 
interest chargés in respect of those years 
during which arrears of rent have accumu- 
lated. Further, he must pay them in full 
without any abatement. This will be his 
position until he receives his purchase money 
and is in a position to redeem his charges. 

The owner of a heavily encumbered estate 
will not be able to pay his full rant and 
interest charges out of the income from his 
purchase money. The purchase money is 
£1,505; the income is £67.72. This £67.72 
is: the interest at 40 per cent. on 
the purchase’ money. On the other hand, 
the interest on his charges may be, and pro- 
bably is, at the rate of 5 per cent, or 6 per 
cent. 

He can overcome this difficulty—that is, the 
difficulty due to the fact that, whereas he is 
only receiving an income of £4 10s. on every 
£100 of his purchase money, he may be 
under the necessity of paying out £5 or £6 
for every £100 of his purchase money, which 
represents the redemption price of a mortgage 
or charge, by redeeming his rents ‘and other 
charges in bonds at once; but he cannot do 
this until he receives his purchase money, and 
hence we cannot in equity allow the same 
abatement in regard to arrears and payment in 
lieu of rent—that is to say, in regard to the 
eriod during which the landlord must pay 
is full charges without any abatement, as 
we have allowed in respect of annuity. 


PAYMENT IN LIEU OF RENT. 


We have taken these facts into considera- 
tion, and, in addition, the fact that before 
the landlord receives his compound arrears 
or payment in lieu of rent, costs of collection 
must be deducted, and in the light of these 
facts we have fixed the reduction in regard 
to arrears and payment in lieu of rent at 25 

r cent. All arrears up to the first gale da 
n 1920 and all hanging gales are written off. 
The arrears collectable are the arrears due 
from the first year, 1923. One year’s arrears, 
less 25 per cent., is to be paid on the passing 
of the Act, and the balance—where there is a 
balance—is to be paid in cash in accordance 
with regulations to be made by the Land 
Commission, who will take all the circum- 
stances into account. 

I referred shortly to the scope of the bill on 
first reading. It is defined in Section 21. The 
revelant portion reads: 

** Subject to the provisions of this Act, and 
notwithstanding anything contained in any 
other enactment, all tenanted land wherever 
situated, and all untenanted land situated in 
any congested districts, county, and such un- 
tenanted land situated elsewhere as the Land 
Commission shall before the appointed day 
declare to be required for the purpose of fe- 
lieving congestion, or of facilitating the re-sale 
of tenanted land, shall by virtue of this Act 
vest in the Land Commission on the ap- 
pointed day.” | 

Sub-Section 2 of the same section provides 
that the foregoing section shall not apply to 
land which has been purchased previous! 
under the Land Purchase Acts, land which is 
not substantially agricultural or pastoral, 
demesne land, home farms, building sites, or 
land held by the State. 


CONGESTION. 


Then Sub-Section 3 provides that, where it 
is required for the purpose of relieving con- 
estion, the foregoing lands excluded by Sub- 

tion 1, except land held by the State, may 
be acquired compulsorily by the Land Com- 
mission. That, Í think, for all practical pur- 
poses, justifies my statement on first reading, 
that for the relief of congestion the Land 
Commission has power to acquire any land of 
any kind anywhere. — 

Section 28 specifies the persons to whom 
advances may be made by the Land Commis- 
sion for the purchase of parcels of land. They 
are: congests, tenants who enter into an 
agreement to exchange their holdings, evicted 
tenants who have been victed within a period 
of twenty-five years before the passing of the 
Land Act of 1903, labourers who have been 
deprived of their employment by reason of the 
sale of any lands, and any@ther suitable per- 
sons. 

Congests have the first claim, and any land 
ailias after congests have been dealt with 
may be sold to these persons. It is speci- 
fically provided by Sub-section (2) of Section 
28 that when choosing landless men to whom 
advances are to be made the Land Commis- 
sion shall be satisfied as to their competence 
to work the land, their intention to do so, and 
not to sell, let or assign it. 

The problem of congestion is a huge one, 
and it bristles with difficulties. There are 
congests on practically every estate, and 
wherever there are congests the Land Com. 
mission will acquire the estates, deal with 
the congests, and re-sell the balance to land- 
less men. 

Outside the congested districts, which are, 
roughly, the province of Connaught, the 
Counties of Donegal and Kerry, and parts of 
the Counties of Clare and Cork, though un- 
tenanted land will be bought, in the first in- 
stance for congests, nevertheless thé major 
portion will be available for landless men. In 
the congested districts, however, the case is 
different, 


WRETCHED HOLDINGS, 


There are thousands of wretched holdings 
huddled together along or near the sea coasts, 
all under £10 valuation, and with very little 
untenanted land of any kind in the neighbour- 
hood to provide for them. As far as possible 
they must be migrated, and as far as possible 
the bigger tenants must be migrated. Bigger 
tenants, as a rule better educated, are more 
suitable for migration. But after everythin 
has been done there will be a residue, and 
m afraid a big residue, of congests undealt 
with. 

I do not want to dilate too much on the 
difficulties; most people understand the diffi. 
culties of getting tenants to migrate, diffi- 
culties which arise from the point of view of 
the tenants themselves and from the point of 
view of the tenants and landless men on the 
estates to which they are going. We can only 
do our best, and I claim that we have done 
our best when we provide that any land of 
any kind may be taken for the relief of con- 
-gestion. 

We have not preserved the old definition of 
a congested tenant. The Congested Districts 
Board had a hard and fast rule that no tenant 
of a holding of £10 valuation or over could 
be rega as a congest. We have not 
drawn any definite line. There are tenants 
whose holdings are over £10 valuation and 
who are, nevertheless; congests. It is only 
right that the Land Commission, where. pos- 
ui should be able to deal with them as 


such. '

Sub-section 2 of Section 25 
lows :— 

“There shall be payable by the tenant to 
the Land Commission an annua] sum equiva- 
lent to the standard purchase annuity for 
the holding, from the appointed day until 
the gale day next after the holding is vested 
in the tenant.’ 

Sub-section 4 of the same section specifies 
that all payments made by the tenant after 
the appointed day on foot of the annual sum 
payable by him to the Land Commission shall, 
from and after the vesting of the holding in 
him, be treated for all purposes as if they 
had been payments in respect of purchase an- 
nuity. It will be noted that, in effect, the 
tenant begins to redeem his purchase money 
as from the appointed day, though as a matter 
of bookkeeping the payments will not be ap- 
proporiated to this purpose until after the 
holding is vested in him. 

The reason for this distinction is as follows: 
Certain holdings will be retained, say, for 
the relief of congestion, and certain holdings 
will not be sold in their entirety to the 
owners, and it is necessary to make it quite 
clear that, though the tenant is paying a sum 
which is equivalent to his purchase annuity 
as from the appointed day, nevertheless his 
payments will not be appropriated to the pay- 
ment of the sinking fand until the Land Com- 
mission is in a position to say whether they 
are going to vest the holding in him or resume 
it, or part of it, for other purposes. 


COMMISSION’S TASK. 


It is necessary to make it quite clear that the 
occupier is not the owner until the Land 
Commission is in a position to say whether 
they require the whole or any part of the 
holding. In 75 per cent. of cases tenants 
will be left in occupation of their old hold- 
ings, or will get additions to their old hold- 
ings, but it will take some time before the 
Land Commission can say who are the parti- 
cular tenants who will come within the other 
25 per cent. category. 

It would be going back to the old, slow 

procedure to hold up the appointed day and 
to defer the commencement of payment of 
sinking fund in redemption of the purchase 
money until that is decided—-that is to say, 
until the estates are re-arranged. 
_ The difficulty is got over by the provisions 
in the Act which provide that a sum equiva- 
lent to the annuity shall be paid as from the 
appointed day by all tenants, and that this 
payment shail not be appropriated towards 
annuity until the holding is vested in the 
tenant. This arrangement gets over definitely 
the grievance which tenants had under the 
old Acts by reason of the fact that they were 
paying interest in lieu of rent, none of which 
went in redemption of the price, for six or 
seven or ten years before the holding was 
vested in them. 

Every payment made under this Act after 
the appointed day will count as contribution 
towards redemption of the advance, and this 
alone makes the procedure just about five or 
six times more expeditious than the proce- 
dure under the 1905 and 1909 Acts,

THE COMMITTEE STAGE. 
Tuesday, / 2th. ; : 


The Committee Stage of the Incréase of 
Rent and Mortgage Interest Restrictions Bill 
was bégun on Tuesday, 12th inst. On the 
motion of the Minister for Home Afiairs, 
Sections 1 and 2 were passed. 

To Section 3,’ which says that the Act 
shall apply to a house or part of a house let 
as a separaté dwelling where either the anntal 
amount of the standard rent on the rateable 
value does not exceed (a), in the county 
bétough of Dublin and the urban districts 
in the Dublin Metropolitan Police area, £60; 
(b) elsewhere £40, Mr. Davin ‘proposed an 


‘amendment to make the Act “pply to every 


house where the rent or rateable value did 
not exceed £60. : 

"The Minister for Home Affairs said that hé 
could not accept the amendment, and that 
the class of people who would inhabit a house 
outside the Dublin area with a valuation ex- 
ceeding £40 were people who did not require 
the special protection from the State that the 
Act represented. e important point to 
remember was that, if the rateaBle value was 
within the limit, it did not matter how high 
the standard rent was. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson argued that if a limit 
of £60 was needed: in Blackrock or Dun 
Laoghaire, then it was needed just as much in 
towns like Cork, Galway and Waterford. 

The amendment was defeated by 52 votes 
against 14. 

Mr. C. Byrne proposed that Bray, for the 
purposes of the Act, should be regarded as 
in the metfopolitan area. He was supported 
ry Professor Magennis. The amendment was 
ost. 

Professor Magennis proposed an amendment 
to the effect that the limit should be raised 
from £60 to £100 in Dublin. He referred 
to the high rents that were being charged 
for flats in reconstructed houses, and poin 
out that it would be difficult for any person 
who had been “holding over,” and for whom 
the Act was intended, to find a similar type 
of house, except at a huge rent. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis supported the amend- 
ment, which was lost. Mr. O'Higgins re- 
marked that he would not accept any amend- 
ment which proposed to alter the amounts 
embodied in the bill. 


HOUSES BUILT SINCE 1919. 


Mr. T. J. O'Connell moved an amendment 
which was designed to give judges the power 
to fix a “fair rent” in respect of houses 
built after the lst April, 1919. i 

Mr. O'Higgins said that he and his advisers 
felt that the amendment tended definitely to 
discourage private holders. 

Mr, Thomas Johnson supported the amend- 
ment. 

President Cosgrave pointed out that the 
amendment did not indicate how a “fair 
rent,” could be fixed. The amendment should 
not stand, and if it did it would not effect 
the object the mover had in view. 

The amendment was defeated by 28 votes 
to 13. 

To Section 4, Mr. Thomas Johnson moved 
an amendment, which, he said, was designed 
to re-insert in the bill a provision which 
required the Court to be satished that alterna- 
tive accommodation, reasonably equivalent as 
regards rent and suitability in all respects, 
was available before the tenant could be 
evicted. 

Mr. O’Higgins said that the owner had 
the best right to a house when the house 
was reasonably~required by himself, his em- 

loyé, or the employé of his tenant, and the 
Court held that it would be a hardship to 
refuse an ofder for possession, then an order 
should be given. The 192. Act was 
tyrannical. It took no stock of circumstances, 
but simply laid it down that the owner, 
before gefting possession of his house, must 
point to the tenant some desirable house in 
the nefghbourhood.

POOR RATE AND RENT. 
THE BRADSHAW v. McMULLAN 
CASE.

Mr. O’Higgins (Minister for Home Affairs), 
criticising an amendment moved by Mr. 
Hughes (for Deputy Magennis), the effect o 
which was that where a contract of tenancy 
was entered into since the passing of the Local 
Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, containing 4 

rovision which imposed upon the landlord 
fiability for poor rate, such a provision should 
be deemed valid, notwithstanding anything 
in the 52nd Section of the Act, so that poor 
rate charged upon the tenant, pursuant to the

A great many people, unaware of that, went 
inte tenancies under which the landlord bound 
himself to pay all rates. It was open to the 
landlord, in law, to repudiate that, and to fall 
back on Section 52 of the Act of 1898. It was 
right to say that there was very little ten- 
dency on the part of landlords to fall back 
on the 1898 Act until the house famine that 
the Dail was now attempting to deal with 
arose. 


underlying the Bradshaw v. McMullan case 
was absolutely met in the bill, and that the 
amendment was superfluous. . 

Mr. Johnson said that he doubted the wis- 
dom of putting in a clause that would remove 
liability for rates from the citizen. He would 
not be thanked by many people for saying 
this, bat it was his firm conviction that the 
citizen of a city, and the occupier of a house 
in a district, ought to know that he was pay- 
ing rates, and that it was his money—not the 
landlord’s—that was going to the upkeep of 
the city or, district in which he resides. 

Mr. eae agreed that the citizens should 
be liable íor all rates, but where a landlord 
contracted with the tenant that he would pay 
half of a certain rate he did not think the 
landlord should be allowed, while the tenant 
was in possession, to make him liable for all. 

On the undertaking of the Minister for 
Home Affairs, between this and the report 
stage, to reconsider the mere wording of the 
bill with a view to, if possible, making its pro- 
visions more clear to lay minds, the amend- 
ment was withdrawn. 


GATE LODGE TENANTS. 


Mr. Morrissey moved an amendment which 
would give such tenants' as a man in a gate 
lodge or any other dwelling, by virtue of his 
employment, protection from eviction. i 

Mr. O'Higgins said that the effect of this 
amendment, if carried, would be to prohibit 
the sub-letting of houses to employés. The 
recommendations of the Committee which re- 
ported on the subject were closely followed in 
the bill. 

Mr. Johnson said that there would be many 
cases affected by the sub-section in the bill. 
When the strike of railwaymen against carry- 
ing munitions for the British Government was 
in operation, many railwaymen, occupants of 
railway companies’ cottages, were served with 
notice of eviction. It was not only in time 
of strike that railway companies served notice 
upon their tenants. The Government would 
give protection to one section of the public 
while they removed protection from another— 
those who happened to. live in their em- 
ployers’ houses.

EX-SERVICE MEN. 


THE TRUST POWERS BILL. 
Wednesday. | 3th. 


Mr. Blythe introduced the Land (Trust 
Powers) Bill, which explained the scheme 
for providing land and houses for ex-Service 
men. The Irish Free State Consequential 
Provisions Act of 1922, of the British Parlia- 
ment, he said, provided for the setting up 
of a Trust—the Irish Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Land Trust. The British Government 
to provide £1,500,000 for financing the opera- 
tions of the Trust, provided both the Go- 
vernment of Northern Ireland and: the Par- 
hament of the Free State passed legislation 
enabling the Trust to hold land and to 
function. The houses to be built will be 
provided entirely out of the British Ex- 
chequer. No cost whatever would fall upon 
the Free State. The proportion was not 
fixed, but the Free State would certainly get 
from 1,600 to 2,000 houses, or more, because 
of the operation oí the Trust. 

Leave was given to bring in the bill. 


ARMY PENSIONS, 


A: second reading was given to the Army 
Pensions Bill. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson said that everybody 
would be gratified that a definite step had 
been taken towards ensuring that the position 
of wounded soldiers would made some- 
what secure, and that their widows and chil- 
dren, and the dependents of deceased soldiers, 
should be provided for. 

Mr. Davin. hoped that provision would be 
made for those who died as a result of 
hunger-striking. . 

Mr. Lyons associated the case of young 
men shot in ambushes during the fight 
against the British Government, and hoped 
that provision would be made for their de- 
pendents. 

General Mulcahy said that different pro- 
vision should be made for the widows and 
children of men who acted as officers from 
that which would be made for those who 
simply acted as men. The Government did 
not desire to leave unprovided for 
the dependents of anybody who, in 
any phase of the armed struggle 
against the British, lost their lives, or 
became incapacitated; but they wonld have 
to be careful with regard to persons who said 
that they were suffering from consumption be- 
cause of the services rendered by them in a 
military capacity, and because of nights they 
had slept out. 

Voluntary societies might deal readily and 
generously with casés like that, but it was a 
different matter for the State, handling money 
taken from the people for definite pu ' 
to be indiscriminate about these matters. if 
® person died on hunger-strike in protest 
against the British actions the idea was to 
make provision for his dependents, or if a 
person died directly as a result of any action 
due to such protest, to make provision for 
his dependents also. A medical board would 
be set up to examine all cases, and there 
would also be a pensions board, which would 
deal with the judicial aspect of each case and 
the assessing of the various pensions, | 

4s to the number of persons it would pre- 
hably be necessary to provide for, the number 
during the 1916 period generally, who were 
killed or who died as an immediate result of 
their service at that time, was less than one 
hundred. The number of persons’ who were 
killed in the second period down to the Truce 
was approximately 650. 

The number who in the present struggle 
lost their lives was approximately 540, He 
could not at the moment say how the number 
of persons permanently disabled would com- 
pare with the number of those who had lost 
their lives.

TERRORIST TACTICS. 


COURT SEOUEL TO STRUGGLE 
FOR VILLAGE HALL.

At the sitting of the Agricultural Commis- 
gon in Dublin yesterday, Professor Drew, 
Chairman, presiding, Mr. Patrick Leonard, 
Sit. Kevin’s, Dartry road, Dublin, giving 
evidence, stated that no prime fattening land 
should ever be tilled, as it produced more 
food in a shorter time, and at less expense, by 
the fattening of live stock. It was, owing 


crops invariably lodging and, in a wet season, 
sprouting. Medium lands should be more ex- 
tensively tilled, but a minimum ice must 
be guaranteed for good quality produce, a fair 
wage fixed for labour according to locality, 
and transit to market charges reduced. 

The seven months’ system was not an evil, 
witness said, provided the land was kept 
fenced and drained by the owner. It made 
no difference to the country whether the 
owner fed a certain number of cattle himself, 
or ensured himself a certain income by gettin 
another person to pry for the right to fe 
on the owner’s land. If and when an owner 
of a large tract of land let the grazing, em- 
ployed only a herd with a dog, and sp-nt 
nothing on labour, the ‘‘ranching system ”’ 
was established, and this, in a cduntry like 
Ireland, was wrong. 

The present freights on produce and stock 
ond the charges. for road transport were very 
hich. These indirectly affected the cust of 
living, as, unless the cost was recovered in 
the price received, the owner retired, there 
were fewer monet gg and the public had 
to pay a higher price on the smaller supply. 
To expose for sale in Dublin market, a 
farmer living on the Great Northern Railway 
had, in addition to the freight, to pay on 
six cattle and sixteen sheep—driving to pad- 
dock on Wednesday, 9s.; driving to market 
on Thursday, 6s., market tolls on six beasts, 
4s. 6d., in addition to commiission, and the 
salesmaster had to pay men for minding the 
cattle £1 10s. Od. from 12.30 a.m. to 1 p.m. 
on Thursdays, or £2 2s. Od, from 8 a.m. on 
Wednesday to 1 p.m. on Thursday. 

AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION. 

As to agricultural education, witness said 
that it was necessary for the efficient working 
of the land. He knew of some young men 
who were deriving considerable benefit from 
the agricultural courses in Trinity College, 
but the number attending was small.  Re- 
carding agricultyral eredit, that could only 
be possible where the owner of the land was 
ible to show that the expenses of working his 
land were less than the value of the produce. 

In the course of further evidence, witness 
said that the owner who had a diseased 
beast slaughtered, or the innocent owner of 
the condemned carcase of an apparently 
healthy - beast, should receive a price to be 
fixed by an independent valuer. Canadian 
cattle, he thought, delivered alive in England 
and Scotland would have no appreciable last- 
ing effect on the Irish cattle trade, or on the 
price of meat. The number of Canadian 
cattle imported in any one year would only 
be about five per cent. of the Irish supply, 
and shipping of these depended upon the 
climate. 

BREED CATTLE PREMIUMS. 

Mr. R. C. Williams, Macroom, Co. Cork, 
gave evidence on behalf of the Irish Aberdeen 
Angus Association, and recommended that the 
amount of the premium should be a fixed 
ene for each breed, and not, as left at pre- 
sent, to the Countv Committees to decide. 
The premium in the case of the Aber- 
deen Angus breed should be £25. If 
thas involved extra expenditure. such could 
be met out of the surplus fund for horse- 
breeding. No farmer in the Free State should 
be debarred from securing a service premium 
for a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bull, 

Dealing with the transit rates, Mr. Williams 
said that preferential treatment on a more 
liberal scale should be afforded by railway 
companies in the trawsit of pedigree cattle ex- 
hibited for educational purposes at agricultural 
shows. 

The future prosperity of agricultural shows 
depended a good deal upon the amount of en- 
couragement given to the small farmers to 
exhibit their best imens, first at the small 
local shows and afterwards at the Spring Show 
at Ballsbridge. 

LICENSING OF BULLS. i 

The compulsory licensing of all bulls serving 
in the country was most desirable in order to 
eliminate the scrub animal, which was doing 
so much harm to cattle-breeding generally. 

Dr. F. E. Hackett, Dean of Faculty, College 
of Science, Dublin, described the work of the 
Faculty of Agriculture of the College, which, 
he said, was closely co-ordinated with that of 
the Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction. The associate courses arranged 
in the Faculty of Agriculture were agriculture, 
horticulture, forestry and creamery manage- | 
ment. There were nearly forty students. 

The Commission adjourned until 10.30

KENYA COLONY. 


LETTER FROM LORD AMPTHILL, | 
tus cv go” OF vac IRISH TIMEs, 

1n,—Lhe Kenya population figures, just 
published by the Colonial Office, mh to me' 
to be the final word in the claim íor political 
equality now being advanced by the immi- 
grant Indians of that Colony. e delegation 
from them at present in this country have 
averred that the Imperial Conference of 1921 
confirmed the principle that “no inferior 
stctus should be assigned to Indians in 
Kenya.” - Half the truth is worse than none. 
What the Conference actually did advocate 
was the claim of lawfully domiciled Indians 
to rights of citizenship, without in any way 
defining the extent or nature of those rights ; 
and it is even more important to remember 
the clear recognition by the 1921 Conference 
of the fact that citizenship rights could not be 
granted to Indians unless the Kenya com- 
munity had the power to control immigration. 
That stipulation, after the resolution passed 
at the Imperial Conference of 1918, was in- 
evitable. The resolution ran — 

“It is the inherent function of the Govern- 
ments of the several communities of the 
British Commonwealth, including India, that 
each should enjoy complete contro] over the 
composition of its own population by means of 
restriction of immigration from any other com- 
munities.” 

Jt is true that, with one important excep- 
tion, all the self-governing Dominions have 
been able to satisfy India regarding the 
citizen rights of her nationals domiciled within 
their borders. But, as the exception indicates, 
they have done so simply because the Indian 
nationals were comparatively few in number. 
On behalf of South Africa, the exception in 
question, Genera] Smuts found himself unable 
to agree because of the large number of 
Asiatics domiciled in Natal. 

As these new population figures unmistak- 
ably proclaim, what was sound for South 
Africa is equally sound for the young Colony 
of Kenya. Its total European population is 
9,651 as against 35,355 Asiatics. Who will 
say that a policy which, in the opinion of a 
statesman so liberal-minded as General Smuts, 
was good for South Africa is bad for Kenya 
to-day ?-—-Yours, etc., AMPTHILL.

THE LAND BILL, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In common with n.any other Jandlords 
I have to confess feelings of great anxiety 
and disappointment with regard to our future. 
I am not for one moment blaming the Free 
State Government. It gives us as much as it 
can afford, having regard to the fearful bill 
for compensation hanging on the national 
finances and the ideas of its electorate as to 
what are fair terms to us. But we are dis- 
appointed in finding that the British Govern- 
ment is taking no part in it and is not trying 
to make up reasonable payment to people 
who have always been loyal to the interests 
of the Empire. 

About a year and a half ago the then 
British Government. promised a deputation of 
the Irish Landowners’ Association two things. 
They promised—as soon as Ireland had a 
Government in working order—to finance a 

urchase bill, and, secondly, to give fair play. 

‘his promise has been conveniently forgotten. 
Now, it is up to the Irish Landowners’ Asso 
ciation to bring pressure on the British 
Government and to get it to keep these 
promises. First, the then Government was 
prepared to assume the whole of the onus 
of financing the bill. Well, the Free State is 
doing that, and so England can easily afford 
to present, as a gift, a bonus of an extra 
five years’ purchase to those who have always 
supported the Empire. It would only be five 
millions. She has often spent more in relief 
works for the Irish people. This would be 
for those who have never benefited by her 
ratuities. It would just mean the difference 
anaes a very dreadful loss of means and 
a chance to start again elsewhere. 

Secondly, England can add her guarantee 
to that of the Free State to the Stock in 
which we are to be paid for our estates. It 
would cost England nothing to do so. I 
believe that the interest will be punctually 
paid, but England could force payment at any 
time by ¢losing the Irish ports for one week. 
England’s guarantee will make the Stock 
marketable at a really good price—otherwise 
{ fear it will be about as valuable as German 
marks—and, as mortgages, etc., are to be paid 
off by it, if it carries a good saleable market 
value the financial respectability of the young 
nation will not be impaired by the complaints 
and aspersions of angry head-charge owners, 
unable to realise their just money. There are 
many English owners of such charges, who, 
for their own interests. will support the 
British Government in doing this. Lastly, 
what I suggest is only honour and justice. 
But if Irish landowners do not at once begin 
an agitation on the subject, nobody else is 
oing to do it for them and they will 
eservedly be ruined and left out.—Yours, 
etc., ““ AN IRISH LANDLORD.”

CREDIT REFORM. 
TO THRE EDITOR OF THE Ihisil TIMES 

Srr,—No better text could be taken to 
introduce the subject of credit reform than 
the words of Arthur Griffith, “Ireland is 
yours for the making. ' Now is the time when 
constructive statesmanship must be called 
upon to act, so that Ireland may not fall into 
the errors and pitfalls which have beset every 
self-governing country in Western Europe. 
No more effective force is at present working 
towards the destruction of the whole European 
fabric than that of finance. The problem?  f 
industrial life have so far presented ‘emse'ves 
to sociologists as problems wherein the irre- 
concilability of the two functions of y- 'due- 
tion—labour and capital—is admitted, whilst 
the paucity of the world’s real wealth is 
loudly proclaimed. When both of these as- 
sumptions are denied and their contrary pro- 

itions conclusively proved, a vista of the 
uture arises which gives prospect of pos- 
sibilities in our decadence. 

The theme of credit reform is vastly in- 
teresting. It has discovered in methods of 
communal control of communal credit the 
secret of the world’s economic rejuvenescence. 
Technically it has proved the world’s actual 
and potential productions to be far in excess 
of the world’s replete demands. Hence the 

roblem is not one of production, but, as it 
ollows, one of distribution, and the credit 
reformer asks why, if the goods are in exist- 
ence or can be brought into existence, a cor- 
responding quantity of purchasing power or 
money tokens should not also be brought into 
existence, not only that the world’s demands 
may be satisfied, but that production may be 
stimulated by absorption of products. 

Space forbids a detailed presentation of the 
remarkable and luminous theory of credit 
reform, as promulgated by Major Douglas: 
but when it is stated that its features are 
originality of outlook and a _ triumphant 
moderation. impelled by an evolutionary pro- 
gressiveness, it should interest all your 
readers who are anxious to solve our present 
discontents without resort to violent or con- 
fiscatory methods. It is to form a study group 
in Dublin to investigate the Douglas economics 
that a public meeting has been convened to 
be held at Plunkett House, 84 Merrion square, 
on Friday, the 22nd inst.—Yours, etc.,

CLAIM FOR DISTURBANCE. 


A special Court, presided over by County 
Court Judge Drumgoole, sat at the Law 
Courts, Dublin Castle, yesterday to hear the 
case of Bald v. Greer. It was announced by 
counsel for the applicant that a settlement 
had been arrived at. 

The case was brought by Capéain Bald 
against Mrs. Mary Greer for recovery of 
£5,430 for alleged improvements, disturbance 
‘and loss of good-will on leaving Conyngham 
Lodge, the well-known racing establishment 
situate at the Curragh. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Hubert Hamilton (instructed by Messrs. 
Brown and McCann), stated on behalf of the 
applicant that a settlement had been arrived 
at, whereby Captain Bald had agreed to accept 
£500 in full settlement of the claim. 

Mr. - Swayne, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
James Walsh (instructed by Messrs. Long- 
field, Keely and* Armstrong), intimated con- 
sent on behalf of Mrs. Greer. 


SEOUE', TO LIFFEY COLLISION. 

In the King’s. Bench (Admiralty) Division 
yesterday, Mr. Justice Samuels delivered 
judgment in the case of the Dublin Port and 
Docks Board v. the Department of Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction for Ireland, the 
owners of the ss. Helga, an action arising out 
of a collision which occurred between the 
plaintiffs’ steam hopper (No. 6) and the de- 
fendants’ ss. Helga in the River Liffey on 
the morning of the 23rd December, 1920. 

At the trial of the action, which took place 
before the late Mr. Justice Gordon, it was 
alleged by the plaintiffs, and denied by the 
defendants, that the collision was solely caused 
or occasioned by the negligent navigation of 
the Helga. Mr. Justice Gordon came to the 
conclusion that both vessels were to blame, 
but he thought the hoppg@r was more to 
blame, and that it should not have come out 
into the channel. As the nearest approach to 
a fair distribution between the parties, he 
held the hopper responsible for two-thirds and 
the Helga responsible for the other third, and 
allowed no costs in respect of the claim and 
counter-claim. 

The case had been referred to the Registrar, 
and came before Mr. Justice Samuels for argu- 
ment of the legal questions involved and 
assessment. 

His Lordship now delivered his reserved 
judgment, and dealt with the several disputed 
items in the claim and counter-claim. He 
reduced the plaintiffs’ claim of £94 8s. in 
respect of wages of the crew of the hopper 
while in the river to £79 Os. 7d., and allowed 
£80 in respect of graving dock dues while 
under repairs. He reduced the claim. of the 
defendants ‘n respect of wages of oflicers and 
crew of the Helga from £261 4s. 6d. to £88 
Is. 6d. He disallowed their claim of £70 
Ys. Ild. for underwriters’ survey fees, and 
allowed in full the defendants’ claim of 
£259 16s. for loss of the use of the Helga 
pending repairs. 

His Lordship directed that each 
should pay the other party’s costs.

Shannon (instructed by Mr. James Fitzgerald) 
appeared ior the Port and Docks Board; and 
Mr. Overend, K.C., and Mr. Brett (instructed 
by Messrs. Hayes and Sons) for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Technical Instruc- 
tion.

MATER CARNIVAL SEQUEL. 


Before Mr. Justice Dodd and a city common 
jury to-day, the case of Barror v. O’Connor 
and others was heard. The action, which 
arose in connection with the Mater Carnival, 
held at Ballsbridge on the grounds of the 
Royal Dublin Society, in September, 1922, 
was brought by John Barror, caterer, of 29 
Park avenue, Sandymount, against ‘Thomas 
O’Connor, of 8 Rathmines terrace. Rath- 
mines, and several other gentlemen comprising 
the Committee of the Carnival (Mr. O’Connor 
being Chairman), claiming a total sum of 
£1,095 12s. 3d., alleged to be due to him, 
made up of the following items :—(1)

They 
alleged that the arrangement with the plain- 
tiff as regards the diningroom was that, after 
deducting the amount of expenses from the 
gross sum received, he was to hand over 
to the defendants the amount of the net 
profits; and that the plaintiff only handed 
over a cheque fer £73, which he alleged was 
the gross amount of cash which he received 
in the diningroom.

ACTION AGAINST DUBLIN SHIP- 


BUILDERS. 

At the Law Courts, Dublin Castle, before 
the Lord Chief Justice and a city special jury, 
the trial opened of an action in which Cullen, 
Allen and Co., produce merchants and ex- 
porters, of Belfast and Dublin, are plaintiffs, 
and the Dublin Shipbuilders, Ltd., of Rings- 
end, defendants, the plaintiffs claiming 
damages for alleged breach of contract in con- 
nection with the building of a coasting 
steamer. 

Mr. Serjeant 
Dockrell (instructed by Mr. 
appeared for the plaintiffs ; 
FitzGibbon, K.C., Mr. $. 
Mr. E. A. Swayne, K.C., and Mr. C. P. 
Glennon (instructed by Messrs. Brady and 
Dawson) appeared for the defendants. 

The plaintiffs, in their statement of claim, 
stated that by an agreement dated 28th Octo- 
ber, 1919, between John Kelly, Ltd.. of Bel- 
fast, and the defendants, the defendants 
agreed to build and equip a steamship for 
the sum of £39,125, and that the steamship 
was to be built, as the defendants well knew, 
for the purpose of re-sale at a profit by John 
Kelly, Ltd. The contract was to have been 
completed on or before Slst August, 1920. 
By an agreement dated 10th March, 1920, 
Messrs. John Kelly, Ltd., agreed, on payment 
of £7,500, to transfer to the plaintiffs all their 
rights and interests in the agreement of the 
28th October, 1919. On the 28th July, 1920, 
the plaintifis paid the defendants £5,000 on 
account of the purchase price of the steam- 
ship. It was thine that the defendants, in 
breach of their contract, failed to deliver the 
steamship. 

The plaintiffs claimed £12,500 damages for 
breach of contract, being £7,500 the con- 
sideration mentioned in the agreement of the 
28th October, 1919, and £5,000 estimated loss 
of profit on the intended re-sale, with £255 
lis. ód. interest. 

The defendants, in their defence, denied the 
allegeel agreements or that £5,000 was paid on 
account of the purchase price of the steam- 
ship, or that they knew that the ship was to 
be built for the purpose of re-sale. They 
alleged that the contract relied upon was 
subject to a ‘‘strike clause,” and that the 
progress of the shipbuilding contract was 
stopped by a cause beyond the builders’ con- 
trol—viz., the conditions prevailing in the 
steel trade, which made it impossible to ob- 
tain deliveries of steel plates in time to com- 
plete the vessel. The defendants counter- 
claimed for £25,000 damages for breach of 
agreement, loss of profit and expense. i 

Serjeant Hanna, in opening the plaintiffs’ 
case, said that when the contract had been 
signed by all the parties íor some reason 
Messrs. John Kelly, Ltd., wished to get rid 
of it, and assigned their contract right to 
Messrs. Cullen and Allen for the sum of 
£7,500. There was a boom in shipping in 
1919, and where a person was building a ship 
‘or had a contract to supply a ship consider- 
able sums of money could be made by way of 
premium for selling the option to someone 
else. Cullen and Allen wanted a vessel of 
about 850 tons, and accordingly they bought 
the right of John Kelly, Ltd., for £7,500. 
That was done with the knowledge and con- 
sent of the Dublin Shipbuilders, Ltd., and 
the position in law was that Cullen and Allen 
osition of John Kelly, Ltd., with 
regard to the contract. The contract was 
dated 28th October, 1919, and the vessel was 
by the 5lst August, 
1920. Theamount of the contract was £39,125, 
to be paid in five instalments of £7,825 each. 
He submitted that the keel of the vessel 
was not laid by the defendants until the 
13th May, 1921, and that they, therefore, 
had no case under the special clause. He 
further submitted that the defendants could 
not claim that it was a circumstance beyond 
their control that they could not obtain steel 
plates, and that the plates could have been 
obtained at the current market price. ys 

The hearing of the case had not conclud 
when the Court adjourned until to-day.

A SUM OF £160,000 
INVOLVED. 

In the Probate Court, London, yesterday, 
Sir Henry ‘Duke heard an action ‘ conéerning 
the will of Mr. William Muir, a Scotsman, 
who died aged 62, leaving estate of the value 
of £160,000. ~ The. plaintiffs were his widow 
and the executor, who propounded a will 
dated October, 1915, and the defendants were 
his sisters, who alleged undue influence by 
the widow. 

Sir Ellis Hume Williams, for the plaintiffs. 
said that the testator’s sisters alleged that in 
the autumn of 1915 the testator was perfectly 
childish, and when the will was made was of 
unsound mind, and was led about like a 
baby. He met the plaintiff, Mrs. Ridout, as 
she then was, in 1884, and two years later 
there began relations which ended in their 
marriage. in 1914. 

In 1900 he wrote telling Mrs. Muir that 
he thought that £200 a vear would provite 
for her, but from.that time until 1914 he 
made & series of wills, largely increasing her 
allowance. In October, 19134, a doctor, of 
Harley street, who opposed probate of the 
codicil of February, 1918, 
testator’s medical attendant. The testator 
made gifts to him, and provided. for the 
education of his children. After marrying. 
the testator made a fresh wil], containing 
gifts amounting to £50,000; but. bequeathing 
£50,000 and the residue to his wife. In 
1915 the testator consulted several specialists, 
who all found that he was mentally: sound. 
His medical attendant was cut out of the 
codicil because he wrote to ihe, testator say- 
ing that he could not attend him owing. to 
increased work. 

Mrs. Muir stated that she met the-testator 
when she was 25, and two. vears later: their 
relations became intimate, continuing so‘ until 
marriage. When 21 she -loved a man who 
seduced her, and. a son was born in “1882.

NO REDRESS FROM ENGLAND 
FOR IRISH MISTAKES. 

At a meeting of the Evicted Tenants’ and 
Land Settlement Association in Dublin yester- 
day, Mr. Collins, Secretary, reported as to the 
result oí his: visit to the West of Ireland in 
connection with the closing of the sale of the 
Castlefield lands, Enniscrone, Co. Sligo, and 
negotiating sales on other estates fdr  aub- 
division. 

With regatd to the Government Land Bill, 
Mr. Collins said that: his general impression 
was that the people of the West did not know 
where they stood in this matter. Where his 
advice was sought, he recommended that no 
settlement or bill for complete land purchase 
should be accepted by the people for at least 
two vears. 

Irishmen, he pointed out, could no lénzer 
look. to England for an amendment to.a. bill. 
The Land Bill would be the Irish people's 
own, and they would have to bear the burden 
of any mistakes connected with it. It was for 
thai reason, he thought, that landlords were 
pressing íor the passing of the bill iato law.

LOCAL GOVERNMENT 
INQUIRY ENDS. 


Mr. Sean McGrath, Local Government In- 
spector, resumed the inquiry at Dublin Union 
yesterday into the circumstances connected 
with the recent publication in the Press of 
surcharges made by the Auditor, Mr. 


Barnard. 

The inquiry was held in pursuance of a 
resolution passed by the Guardigns, with a 
view to ascertaining who supplied the infor- 
mation concerning the surcharges, prema- 
turely, to the Press. 

Mr. T..J. Green, solicitor, appeared for 
the Guardians. Mr. C. J. Murray, solicitor, 
an ay for the Clerk, Mr. J. P. Condon. 

Mr. James Murphy, Commissioner, stated 

that during the time in which the audit was 
held he had access to every department in 
the institution and to the books and records. 
He was aware that surcharges were made, 
but had not seen them. 
, Inspector—It was mentioned here yesterday 
that you got a copy of the Auditor's report! 
No, i did not get a copy of the report. I 
examined the coal section in the audit office. 

Did you see the surcharges published in the 
Press’? Cursorily I did. 

Have you any knowledge es to how these 
surcharges became public? None whatever. 

You had nothing to do with it? Absolutely 
not. I told you I did not see the sur- 
charges. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Green—With refer- 
ence to your position as Commissioner, have 
you ever been interviewed by a representative 
of the Press? No. 

Have you ever expressed any opinion to 
the Press as to the working of the union? 
Never. 

Would I be right in saying that when you 
held the coal inquiry that you had a copy of 
an report ready to hand to the Press? 

es. 

Simultaneously, you had a copy to hand to 
‘the Press and the Guardians’? Yes. 

Inspector—Did you give a copy of the coal 
report to the Press? No. 

Mr. Green—Did the Guardians object? 
The Guardians passed a resolution that, until 
the officials were able to explain matters, the 
report should not be given to the Press, and 
I did not give it. 

Mr. Barnard, Auditor, gave further evi- 
dence. 

In the course of cross-examination by Mr. 
Green, he said that if the auditor happened 
to die the surcharges could not be enforced. 

Answering Mr. Murray, the witness said 
that the Pressthad a legal right to see the 
surcharges on February 15 if they could get 


at them. 
FURTHER EVIDENCE. 

Mr. J. P. Condon, Clerk, recalled, stated 
that he was responsible for the safe custody 
of documents. He had four or five assistants 
in the office. Sometimes there might not be 
any person in. the office, but there would be 
an inmate on guard on the landing. 

Questioned by Mr. Green, the witness said 
that when the present Board came into power 
there was a debt of about £40,000 on the 
union. The Chairman and other members of 
the Board worked hard, and at present the 
union was in a sound financial position. 

Mr. Michael Foley, Chairman of the Board, 
was re-examined. He produced a copy of the 
Irish Times and of the Freeman's Journal of 
February 16, and said that there was no re- 
ference to surcharges in them. 

Mr. Howard Hely, P.L.G., Secretary Dublin 
Citizens’ Association, said that the Auditor 
was bound by certain technicalities. He felt 
that, as the result of this inquiry, the old 
regulations should be scrapped. The honour 
of the Guardians was not sufficiently safe- 
guarded. The ratepayers. got too much 
authority and too much rope at the expense 
of the Guardians. He thought that the publi- 
cation by the Jrish Independent of these 
surcharges had done definite harm, especially 
to two or three of the most prominent Guar: 
dians. It was an extraordinary thing that 
they should be singled out by name, not pur- 
posely, but through the naturé of the ease, in 
the Press. He felt that they had been 
irrevocably injured by this publication. 

Inspector—Your point is that there is not 
sufficient Jiberty under the regulations for the 
Auditor? 

Mr. Hely—That is the whole thing in a nat- 
shell. 

The Inspector said that Mr. Green had 
suggested that the Press should be summoned 
to give evidence. He was not satisfied that 
it would serve any useful purpose to call the 
Press. They might claim that they were en- 
titled to publish these things, as they were 
public documents, though he was not saving 
that they were public documents. They might 
say that they had no recollection of what 
representative got the information, and the 
representative himself, even if he could be 
got, might state that he did not know who 
gave the iníormation. and the inquiry might 
ramble. into.a maze like that. They could not 
lay their fingers definitely on where the in- 
formation came from; but he thought that the 
inquiry would do good. 

Mr. .Murray, solicitor, said that the Clerk 
and his assistants had put all the facts before 
the Inspector and had facilitated the inquiry 
in every way. 7 

Mr. Green, on behalf of the Guardians, said 
that they had no objection to the publication 
of the report at the proper time; but what 
they did say was this—that the secrecy of 
documents was as much the concern of the 
Ministry for Local Government ,as of the 
Guardians, and it seemed extraordinary, judg- 
ing from the evidence tendered there, that not 
one member of the public, or ratepayers, or 
representative of the Press exercised their 
right by calling at the Clerk's office before, 
during, or after the audit 

The Inspector said that he had taken a note 
of Mr. Helv’s suggestions and of any other 
valuable point that could be got out of the 
inquiry. and he would make the best use that 
he could of them. 

The inquiry then ended.

Mr. Conor O’Brien will leave Kingstown 
Harbour to-day in his ketch Saoirse to begin 
his attempt to encircle the earth. The captain 
and crew of the craft are Mr. Conor O’Brien, 
Mr. H. S. Hodges, and Mr. S. D. Lavelle. 

Aiter leaving Kingstown, the first port the 
Saoirse will touch is Madeira. Thence to 
Cape Island, and on to Cave Town. From 
the Cape the little ketch will sail to Australia, 
and later voyage to Tasmania. By Christmas 
the yacht will ‘arrive at Christchurch, New 
Zealand. 

Mr. O’Brien said 
quite confident of making th: 
fully. 

Properly handled, he did not sce any reason 
why he should feel any anxiety as to his 
vessel not being able to make the voyzege. 
It would depend on their success on the 
outward journey whether they returned by 
Cape Horn. Ii they did so, they would put 
th at an Argentine port aud some ports om 
the Brazilian coast. They hoped to return 
to Ireland in September, 1024. 

Both Mr. Conor O’Brien and Mr. Hodges 
possess masters’ certificates, and will travel 
the routes of sailing ships. The Saoirse is 
not fitted with a motor, and they may find 
the route lonely, with only occasional sights 
of other vessels. As a defence against bad 
weather, the Saoirse has plenty of oil aboard 
for use in smoothing the water of roughened 
seas. 

Mr. O'Brien’ revealed an 
about the cargo of his ship. The Kilkenny 
Co-operative Creamery have supplied a 
quantity of creamery butter for the use of 
the crew, and on their arrival at New Zea- 
land a sample of it will be examined by the 
Colonial Government officials. They intend 
to bring back a consignment of New Zealand 
butter and have it tested, so that the condi- 
tions of both on delivery might be ascertained. 

Mr. O'Brien stated that in 1855 a inugger 
had sailed from Penzance to Melbourne, which 
proved that sinall vessels can do the voyage 
though the little Penzance boat did not make 
the return journey.

ASCOT, Tuesday Night. 

It has been a magnificent day’s racing here, 
in weather which, if it was not as hot and 
sunny as the fastidious would like, was, at 
any rate, fine. What with the victory of the 
King’s colt, Knight of the Garter, in the 
Coventry Stakes, and another perfectly 
Uazzling performance by the marvellous grey 
lilly, Mumtaz Mahal, that large section of the 
crowd which does not concern itself much 
about the more technical side of the racing 
had plenty to ercite it. 

There was a thrilling race for the Ascot 
Stakes, and it would have delighted the heart 
of Mr. Owen Ryan, of the Cleaboy Stud, 
Mullingar, to see Juniso, the son of his stal- 
lion, Junior, fairly wear down Donna Inez, 
and win a most gallant race by a head. it 
was a8 fine a race as has ever taken place for 
the Stakes, and it was only by an exhibition 
of immense courage on the pait of ‘the horse 
and of splendid, powerful horsemanship on 
the part of his jockey, Frank Bullock, that 
they just got up in the last few strides to 
get a head in front. 

Young Pole had made a very strong pace 
and he and Donna Inez, Mizzen Mast, and 
Light Dragoon were out lengths hy them. 
selves ofter they had goné a mile. Just before 
they turned into the straight Young Pole was 
done with, and Mizzen Mast took up the 
running. only to have the lead wrested from 
him as they were well in the run for home by 
Donna Inez. R. Jones, who rode, got the 
position on the rails. and clang to his ad. 
vantage with the grimmest determination. 
Juniso meanwhile had steadily forged his way 
from about tenth place, until as they turned 
into the straight he was well with the 
Jeaders, At the distance he put in a strong 
challenge, but Jones, on Nonna Inez, was not 
giving an inch away.
